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Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment and arguments of December 21 , 2007 have been 
entered. 

2. Applicant's arguments have been considered but are moot in view of the new 
ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-6, 8, 9, 14-17, and 22-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over O'Connell in view of Woodward et al. 

O'Connell discloses a fire extinguishing system including a source 2 of fire extinguishant 
fluid, a nozzle body 35 having a wall defining an interior cavity, and at least one 
extinguishant outlet 37 formed in the wall for discharging extinguishant fluid from the 
cavity into a fluid-filled volume (a room for example), which outlet is fixed in use. 
Woodward et al. teaches a fire extinguishing system comprising a nozzle having an 
outlet which is arranged such that a rotational movement of the extinguishant is induced 
to distribute the extinguishant homogeneously within the fluid-filled volume. It would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to have modified the device of O'Connell by providing a means to produce 
rotational movement of the extinguishant as has been taught by Woodward et al. 
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Regarding claim 5, such a modification would required a mere change in the position of 
a device which is generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the 
art. Regarding claim 17, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art that the device would normally be placed in a room and as such the combination of 
the device and the room would read on the claim language of claim 1 7. The device will 
carry out the method of claim 24.
